Please see 
EOMA 357 47# 6 depteaber 1958, in which Heinz bear* the Jaat nans MAISKY and is 
described as being born in 1926* as opposed to 1910. Other discrepancies 
ooneem the hair* hands and the presence or absence of distinguishing character- 
istics, spool finally a wart on the right cheek. Our UJNVRB? file stops short 
in duly 1959, Perhaps later correspondence corrected these discrepancies. 

Would you please inform us. In the meantime (for KIBAHC only) here are possible 
traces on the name MAISKY, whloh were not sent to you in 1958* and on KQG/CS 
officers of Heinz' general physical type.

I960 describe a 01. OLUSHAKOV, bom about 1919* oa 172 one. tall, thickset, 
strong to stout build, brown wavy hair ooifced back* full face* one gold or silver 
tooth in lower Kiddle Jaw, well dressed in Soviet olothlng, spoke rather good 
Osman, married, wife's initials art T.T., presumably a resident of Kharkov, 
Karlahorst residence Koenigswinterstrasse 25.

4. Koenigswinterstrasse 25 ties into a variety of KflB oases elthsr as a 
safe house or as the location of operational telephone numbers. Ths only CB 
case identifiable with it is SMOTO’s Horst EITHER oase, through telephone nunber 
50 25 63, given to EITHER as the home telephone of "Werner". We cannot, however, 
find any resemblance between Heinz (Or OLUSHAKOV) and the oase offloera in this

6. The ms# offloer "Karl IVANOV" in UJDROLLERY 1201 fairly well fits the 
description of Heinz provided in reference* Note that while he gave the agent 
political ESI on Bonn he also gave hla an emergency telephone number 50 26 19# 
which has appeared consistently since 1954 In KGB operations against Western 
intelligence services , primarily the British* but in one case UPSWINO* "Kurt" 
gave Wolfgang PRXBSHMUTH this number in 1954 for reporting on Prana NBU08BAUBR, 
UPSWINO . agent who was later kidnapped by the STARR brothers . If UPSWING has not 
already' noted the r es e mbl ance between "Karl" and "Heins"— -and if it la indeed a 
valid one in view of the oonfllotlng descriptions perhaps they oould show Heinz' 
photo to un»0U*RY-12Ol. We have, however, no idea what the present status of 
this case is or whathar this suggestion is st all practical.
